lo The purpose of the Staff College (Voenna Akademiya), in Sofia is to 
prepare officers for division staffs and, in part, Army staffs* The 
faculty at the Staff College is composed of the followings 

a* peM^nehtJjyrfttteeb^^ of fioe3?f^ instructor 

b* 10^13 civilisniaecturers -ftomi the iSt4te,IJnlversityj and 

c« High-ranking officers who are invited to give ledtureSo 

The student body consists of three classes of 35-70 men* 

2* The procedure for admission to the Staff College is as followss 

a* Applicant must be a senior first lieutenant who has been a first 
lieutenant for three yearsj 

b* Applicant must apply to the Ministry of War by letter through his 
regimental commander ^ at his discretion, the commander can stop 
the application or forward it with an endorsement! 

e* Acceptable applicants are informed by mail to prepare for the 

competitive examination and are given a 2-month leave for this purpose! 

d* The examinations are held at the Staff College two or three months 
prior to the beginning of the academic year; the examination papers 
are graded without the identity of the candidate being known to the 
grader I and 
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e* The examination covers the following subjects: 

(1) Tactics- theory and infantry problems; 

(2) Military history; 

(3) Operational geography; 

(4) Political orientation; 

(5) One European language (dictation and translation); and 

(6) Russian (dictation and translation)* 

3* Successful candidates are assigned to the Staff College following summer 
field training and maneuvers; the academic year usually begins in 
October. From 1945 to 1947, there were not sufficient applicants to fill 
the quota; therefore, applicants fulfilling Ministry of War requirements 
were admitted without examination. 

4o The course of study at the Staff College is as follows: 

a. First years 

(1) General Staff Service; this is the basic subject, including 
theory, map problems, and, during the summer, tactical field 
problems; 

(2) Tactics of each branch of the service; 

( 3 ) Battle Doctrine ; 

(4) Organization of Support; 

(5) History of Military Thought; 

(6) Languages: Etiropean, Russian, and neighboring countries; 

(7) Political Economy; 

(8) Philosophy of Materialism; 

(9) Dialectic Materialism; and 

(10) Ordnance. 

b. Second years 

(1) General Staff Services tactical map problems of concern to 
the division staff; 

(2) Operations Doctrine (Operativno Iskustvo); 

(3) Mobilization; 

(4) State Economy; 

(5) Supply in War and Peace; 

(6) Languages; 

(7) Stenogrtiphy; and 

(8) Gunnery.

(1) Strategy^ 

( 2 ) Operational Geography* a coneideration of variations in 
objectives during the initial phases of war? 

( 3 ) Projects each student is assigned a topic on which he works 
for two months I these papers are read before a special 
commission which grades them, as well as before high-ranking 
officers and all Staff College students^ and 

( 4 ) The first hour of every day is spent in physical training and 
horseback riding, 

5* Glasses are held for five or six hours in the morning* Students spend 
the rest of the day preparing their lessons. The work load is often 
too heavy to be completed. 

6* Graduates of the Staff College are transferred to the General Staff and 
given one year seniorityi this means that they are promoted one year 
ahead of other officers having the same length of service and that they 
receive higher pay, 

7* In the past, the most capable General Staff officers were sent abroad as 
military attaches| these were usually officers who ranked high at the 
Staff College and were well-versed in the customs and language of the 
host country. At the present time, political reliabil ity is the primary 
requisite of service abroad, | Treliable staff 25X1 

officers will be trained. Bulgarian graduates of the "Frunze” Academy, 

Moscow, for the division level and the "Voroshkoy" Academy, Moscows for 
the army and field staff officers are already on duty in Bulgaria,
